^•Kuhottfrh it usually occurs in per- 
sons along- in years, sometimes jntants 
and children have cataract produced 
by some hereditary condition or by 
injury' to tho oyc- - 
In the early stage of cataract the 


casual observer can note no change in 
the appearance of the eye, but the 
patient merely notices an increasing 
difTicu.ty in reading. 
Sometimes 'the 
nation;

Exposure to sun- 
light dazzles, and the

Government Is going- to spend more 
than $35,000 this next year in boost- 
Ing- egTB and poultry production—in- 
cren-slnjr Quantity as well as Improving 
quailty. 
Of course this Federal first 


aid for tho hen is not going to dissi- 
pate all our troubles at once, but it 
will ultimately go far toward that end. 
This Is. attested by what has already 
been accomplished by 'the "Poultry 
Investigations" of tho U. S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, for this schema 
for encouraging our feathered aervi- 
tora Is not a brand-now Idea. It was 
begun In a small way half a dozen 
years ago and has since been (leather- 
ing headway until In this year of a 
feverish ege market It bursts forth 
a» one of tho foremosr activities of 


the Government. 


It may seem a far cry from tho re- 


searches of Undo Sam's poultry ex- 
perts to the breakfast table of tho 
everyday citizen but tho Government 
hopes to bring them within shoutlnR 
distance of each other through ita 
missionary work In behalf of the Im- 
provement of tho market egg. 
The 


Federal sleuths are following- tho mar- 
ket egg o" Its journey from the farm, 
via the country storo, the commission 
merchant, and the city market to Us 
final destination In the urban horns 
and they are trying out all possible 
means and mediums for tho Improve- 
ment of tho oft-maligned egg. 


Where tho Inventor has a workshop 


or tho scientist a laboratory in which 
to conduct his experiments and work 
out his- Ideas, Uncle Sam's poultry 
experts havo a model poultry farm 
whero there is a permanent popula- 
tion of upward of two thousand head 
at poultry and where 1,200 to 1,800 
chicks are hatched every year. 
At 


this poultry "proving ground," .which 
te located at a favorable site near the 
town of Beltsvillo. Maryland., close tab 
is kept on each individual -bird by 
means of an 
identification tag 
at- 


tached to'the leg and thus the experts 
are 
enabled 
to 
compare 
different 


branches of the feathered family—for 
instance 
to contrast 
the Incubator 


chick 'with Its sister that has been 
ushered Into the world In the good- 
o!d-fashionad way. 


Tlic Federal Poultry Farm. 


Without this model poultry farm 


tho Government could not have car- 
ried on the Investigation - of poultry 
feeding upon which th6-.£|perts havo 
been engaged for some time slnoe and 
the outcome of which will be of valuo 
to every person that keeps chickens 
and every person who cats poultry. 
Tho plan follbwod in making a .study 
of the effect of food upon poultry is 
to select birds and place them In col- 
ony houses where they are fed ra- 
tions that "enable comparisons to be 
made. Incidentally, the poultry sharps 
In the employ of tho Government are 
endeavoring to find out Just what sort 
of a menu Is best for fattening chlck- 
en.a for market and how much It costs 
to thus plump up A bird. 


Uncle Sam's Clioscn Breed. 


It may be well to mention for the 


benefit of readers who have a pen- 
chant for poultry raising that the 


breeds kept at Uncle Sam's poultry 
yard are those which are commonly 
regarded as the most valuable for tho 
farm or the suburban lot. namely 
Plymouth Rocks, White Wyandottes.

the industry. 
For example not only

hut it la mounted upon runners which 
•illow It to bo readily moved 
from 


place to Place. 
Tho reason for this 


Is that Uncle Sam Is making a study 
of the best locations for poultry shel- 
ters under varying conditions. 


The Government also goes to ex- 


tremes In the matter of keeping close 
watch or. all the conditions that havo 
to do with tho health and laying abil- 
ity of tho birds. 
All tho chicks In 


Undo Sam's flock are exponents of 
the fresh air cult, being practically 
raised out of doors and a good many 
of them enjoying free range, but that 
does not mean that the Federal poul- 
ry fanciers do not have weather eyes 
for changes of temperature and cli- 
matic conditions that might exert in- 
fluence upon the poultry. To this end 
there aro stationed throughout tho 
poultry plant, thermographs 
which 


mechanically trace a record on paper 
of all the temperature changes dur- 
ing twenty-four hours. 
Not only are 


those glorified thermometers installed 
in the poultry houses but they do 
service In the open poultry yard, beljig 
Installed in locked boxes jhcltered In 
tiny pavilions. 


In his present-day effort to help the 


hen Undo Sam Is gtvinif a trial to all 
the mechanical devices that are de- 
signed to play a part in poultry farm- 
ing. 
Incubators, for one thing, arc 


coming In for a deal of attention and 
when I vUited the Bcluvllle farm no 
less than eight different type* of In- 
cubators were-in operation In th« In- 
cubator cellar.- Various styles of trap 
nests are being tried, out and up-to- 
date feed hoppers and water pa.n» 
are used in tiny shelter houses that 
look like miniature Chinese parodaa.
